Chinese 
Invade North 
# 
Burma Area 


RANGOON, Burma, July t i IB - 
Military sources said tonight Chi­ 
nes* Communist troops have oc­ 
cupied about 1.000 square miles of 
Burma's northern territory "after 
clashes with Burmese forces. Some 
casualties were reported. 
Burma's government said It was 
"seriously concerned” about the 
border area developments. A For­ 
eign Office statement, confirming 
reports that Red Chinese troops 
established outposts in northeast 
Burma, said the government baa 
brought the matter to the atten­ 
tion of the Chinese government in 
Peiping. 
"Negotiations are now in prog­ 
ress with a view to the withdrawal 
of these Chinese troops to the 
Chinese side of the border,” the 
Foreign Office said. 
Coafereace 
Premier Ba Swe has been con­ 
ferring with the inner circle of his 
Cabinet and with Burmese mili­ 
tary chiefs. The executive commit­ 
tee of the Premier's party, the 
Anti - Fascist Peoples’ Freedom 
League, were i n f o r m e d of a 
"threat to Burma’s security." 
Military informants said troops 
of the two armies now faced one 
another across a strip of land no 
wider than 200 yards at many 
points in the mountainous area 
known as the Northern Wa State, 
about IOO miles east of Lashio. 
Accurate reports on the strength 
of the Chinese force were not 
available, but it was estimated 
here at not less than 500 troops. 
The military sources said the 
Chinese 
occupied 
a 
triangular 
area with a 54-mile base after pen­ 
etrating as far as 60 miles beyond 
the frontiers of the Kachln and 
Wa states. Additional small forces 
of Red troops are reported in the 
Kachin states to the north of the 
Wa area. 
Foreign Minister Sao Hkon Hklo 
met with top War Office officials 
and the Foreign Office said it was 
keeping in close touch with the 
border developments. 
One frontier report quoted Red 
Chinese soldiers as saying they 
were searching for "m achitsay,” 
a plant believed to be a ‘powerful 
antidote against snakebite, opium 
poisoning or alcohol poisoning. 
Burma, which has pursued a 
neutralist policy in the cold war, 
•has had friendly though not close 
relations with its big Communist 
neighbor.

McKeon Chokes 
With Emotion 


FARRIS ISLAND, R C„ July ti tft-W eeplng and trembling with 
nervous tension, S. Sgt. Matthew C. McKeon today graphically reenacted 
the April 8 death march that cost the lives of six of hit Marine recruits. 
He finally choked with emotion, th* tears clogged his vision and 
he could not go on. He had just finished telling how on* victim,* Negro 
boy, lost a grip on him and slid to death in the dark water* of Ribbon 
Creek. 
McKeon used a pointer to trace the route of the death march on 
an 8x§-foot model of th# Ribbons 
■ — ------------------------ 
Creek death march area. Every 
word He spoke, every move he 
made with the pointer took him 
steadily closer to the point where 
he dissolved soundlessly into tears. 
Tho 3l-year-old defendant said 
he never was in water above his 
cheat during what he called a 
disciplinary night march. But he 
testified th* drowned recruit* had 
floundered some 30 feet further 
into the creek when they went 
under "in a big, mad commotion." 
Earlier 
pearlier, McKeon choked up mo­ 
mentarily as he Assured his court- 
martial he has slapped his 5-year- 
old daughter harder than he ever 
slapped any member of recruit 
Platoon 71. 
McKeon called th* death march 
similar to one he underwent as 
a fledgling Marine "on several oc­ 
casions." 
In discussing the breaches of 
discipline of Platoon 71, defense 
attorney 
Emile 
Zola 
Berman 
asked McKeon at one point: 
"Fundamentally, they were not 
bad boys, were they?" 
Without pause, McKeon leveled 
a gaze over the crowded court­ 
room and said in soft tones that 
encompassed both the living and 
the dead: 
Praise 
"They were good lads." 
McKeon 
is 
accused of 
man­ 
slaughter, oppression of recruits 
and drinking on duty in connec­ 
tion with the death march. He can 
be dishonorably discharged and 
imprisoned if convicted. 
Before McKeon testified on the 
lith day of trial testimony, Ber­ 
man announced he was request­ 
ing the Marine commandant, pen. 
Randolph McC. Pate, as a witness 
for the defense. 
In a statement last May I, Gen. 
Pate expressed shock at Marine 
practices in force at the time of 
the death march and called for a 
shakeup of training methods.

The court fixed Sept. 17 for sen­ 
tencing and denied a government 
request font bail of the defendants 
be increased.

7,000 Feet

spokesman, told The Dally Record 
last night. 
The borings began Monday on 
the projH«rt|f of W alter He*s, lo­ 
cated about a mlle-and-a-half west 
of here. 
By yesterday morning, 
casing had been driven 92 fact. 
The actual drilling is being done 
by I'n Ion Diilling, Inc., of W ash­ 
ington, Pa. 
Meanwhile,

spread reports throughout the area 
that the coni|>any has lea^ *d etm- 
siderahle 
land 
here. 
However, 
H ughes declined to divulge Just 
how much has been leased because. 
be •aid, it is not “a good policy” 
to release such Information In a 
wildcat operation. 
Primary Aim 
However. Hughes made it clear 
his firm is primarily looking for 
natural gas. 
He pointed out Hint 
I he drillings will go down to the 
Orisklny hand. which Is considered 
one of I he more prolific gas pro­ 
ducers in the Ap|»a1a<hian region. 
As for hitting oil, a geologist for 
th * HS Geological Survey in H ar­ 
risburg was completely pessimistic 
about the possibility of Anding any 
deposits here. 
However, 
Donald 
Rima observed: 
"From the wildcatter's point of 
view, toolings should be made In 
exactly the spot where the geolo­ 
gists say oil does not exist.” 
Emphasizing that he was only 
expressing hts personal opinions, 
Hima pointed out that no oil de­ 
posits have Ijeen discovered in this 
area. 
He noted that the strata 
found at the surface in Pike Coun­ 
ty is the same as that found deeper 
in the oil regions In the western 
part of the state. 
The very fact that outcrops of 
this strata are found at the sur­ 
face in this area makes it unlikely 
th a t petroleum would 
be 
found 
here, Rima said. 
“Several things must occur to 
have 
petroleum,” 
he 
revealed. 
•These things have not been re­ 
n t e d 
(here). 
"Much geological work has been 
done in the area.” Rima added. 
•‘and there have been no favoiable 
report s.” 
Hughes admitted that geologists 
have not considered this area to 
possess petroleum deposits. How­ 
ever, he contended that only "pin­ 
point" drillings have been made in 
the region to date. 
One geologist, who didn't want 
to be named, informed The Daily 
Hecoid that there is oil at about 
7,000 feet in this area.

Internatioal Finance Corporation 
Foreign Aid Plans Feature Appeal 


There iii something rather appealing a Unit 
the International Finance Corporation’* plan# 
to enter the foreign aid field, largely occu­ 
pied during the pa at decade by |>enple who 
Mieved that all one had to do to rai*e living 
standard* in under-developed countries 
to send them more money. 
The ideal of helping countries U 'ttei them­ 
selves is certainly a laudable one. 
But 
Americans have poured out more than 
billion in the past IO years to help feed and 
house and clothe people with disap|*ointing 
and futile results. 
For when the food is 
eaten and the shoes wear out, the |>eople of 
some lands are no better oft than liefore. 
The I.F.C., though, is going al*out fulfill­ 
ing the ideal in a prac tical manner. 
VV hat 
this agency—a development of the VV oriel 
Bank—proposed to do is not to mix a gravy 
for meat that isn’t there. 
It proposes to 
help create a solid subsistence base where 
circumstances warrant investment. 
Briefly the plan of operations will Im* some­ 
thing like this: Where there is a market, 
I.F.C. will help with investments to build a 
plant to supply that market. But it wilt not 
iHiild a plant for poeple where there is no 
market for the plant’s production. 
Thus, none af the foolishness that marked 
I*. S. Government spending of foreign aid 


under the Foreign Operations Administra­ 
tion. predecessor of the International C <k»js- 
eration Administration, is contemplated. 
There will, for example, lie no such non­ 
sense as building fish (Minds for Lilierians 
who do not like to eat fish. or building mod­ 
em villages for Italians who prefer to live in 
their hillside caves, or building a $300,(MKI 
delousing station for Saudi Arabian pilgrims 
where there isn’t enough water to run the 
sterilizers. 
These, anet other equally silly 
projects, were turned up by the Hoover 
Commission's prols* into foreign aid. 
The I.F.C. plans to take a hard-headed 
look at everything it goes into. 
It plans to 
make its investments pay off both for the 
investors and for the countries where the in­ 
dustries and plants are Inuit. 
The new agency has operating funds of 
only $78 million of which I nele Sam con­ 
tributed $35 million. 
It will not replace the 
foreign aid program now. But if foreign aid 
is ever to become anything lint a handout, 
some such way as I. FC Vs plan to liuild from 
the bottom instead of the top must be found. 
Indeed, that is the only sound way to build 
a building or a country's economy. 
Lfc.v

in a new bouse, lait the practical thing is to 
have a house to hang them in. 


House Action Against Atomic Power 
Bill Turns Into Victory For People 


The statesmanship of the Congressional 
public power bloc was interestingly demon­ 
strated in its reaction to the defeat of the 
atomic power bill in the House last week. 
It was. first of all, a bill well meriting the 
death sentence it got. 
its purpose was to 
have the Atomic Energy Commission spend 
$100 million of the people s money to build 
reactors to produce electric power the |ieople 
don’t need. 
The ostensible argument for this sizable 
piece of foolishness was that Britain and 
Russia may be overtaking the t inted States 
in the amount of power they plan to generate 
from atomic energy in the next several 
years. Even if that is so. it is a meaningless 


comparison. 
These countries are willing to 
sacrifice quality of reactor design for quan­ 
titative capacity because they need the 
power now. 
The (inked States, which 
doesn’t need it now, is experimenting along 
several lines in an effort to develop su|ierior 
reactors that will produce commercially com­ 
petitive power. 
The real reason for this bill’s existence 
was, of course, the determination of the pul>- 
lic power |ieople to make industrial atomic 
energy a Federal monopoly regardless of 
whether or not such a course makes any 
sense. To tliat end they were ready to con­ 
fuse the essential issue with irrelevant ap­ 
p a ls to national pride.

My moth­ 
er had long wanted to make a 
priest of me. and her wishes 
were seconded by Father Joseph 
O’Connor, a noted orator of St. 
Theresa's Church in Philadelphia. 
and a friend of mine. He offered 
to send me to a Jesuit college to 
he educated for the priesthood. 
He and my mother were both 
di appointed, 
however, 
when 
I 
let it he known lo them that my 
reading had already taken me 
far and away beyond the control 
of the Catholic Church .” 
This is what William Z. Foster 
wrote about the United Slates in 
1949 when this nation had just 
emerged victorious from the most 
perilous war in its history: 
"American imperialism is like 
a 
monstrous. 
all - consuming 
spider. It has sucked up most 
of the available gold supplies of 
tfie capitalist world and hoarded 
them away at Fort Knox: it has 


made nearly every capitalist na­ 
tion lit the world its debtor: it 
is stripping the various capital­ 
ist nations of their foreign m ar­ 
kets. of their economic strength, 
and of their national independ­ 
ence. 
ll has set up a more or 
less 
definite 
political 
control 
over all the imiwrtant capitalist 
countries in the world, 
Now it 
is stretching out its claws for the 
U.S.S.R., the European new de­ 
mocracies. and the colonial and 
aemi-coionial countries, 
in 
the 
tMi|M» that it can overwhelm them 
and devour them at its leisure. 
This is the parasitic, cannibalis­ 
tic role of American capitalism in 
the world Unlay.” 
This la aet a a aliea living in the 
United Slates in sheep's clothes. 
These are not the words of a 
foreigner who came to lins coun­ 
try because he believed that its 
streets were paved with gold and 
was di.sap|H)inted that he had to 
work for a living. These are the 
w o r d s of a native born American, 
educated in opr schools, spending 
his childhood not in the slums of 
our lug cities hut in the New 
England town life of Taunton. 
Massachusetts. 
It is difficult to 
understand 
what 
influence, 
in 
school, at home, iy church made 
him desfH.se the land of his birth. 
Further, in the same vein, he 
wrote: 
"The United Nations is a casu­ 
alty of American im perialism 's 
drive for world em pire . . . the 
United States, unable to utilize 
the U. N. effectively for its power 
policy game, proceeded to bypass 
that organization 
altogether 
in 
many itn{>ortant m atters. 
Among 
these were its infamous Truman 
Doctrine of fomenting civil war 
in Greece and other countries: its 


Marshall Plan to bring all the 
capitalist countries 
of 
Europe 
under its economic, political, and 
military control; 
Its 
arbitrary 
dumping of th** Yalta and Pots­ 
dam agreem ents; its cultivation 
of reactionary regimes in Ger­ 
many and Japan in order to use 
these countries as m ilitary base* 
against 
the 
UJS.S.K.; 
IG arbi­ 
trate interference in the Chinese 
civil war on the side of the feu­ 
dalistic Chiang Kai-shek regime; 
its brutal subjugation 
and 
ex­ 
ploitation of the people of Latin 
America: and the formation of 
the military alliance, the North 
Atlantic Pact . , 
Again, he said 
"The tt»p men who are running 
our government, including P r e s i ­ 
dent Truman, ale tools of Wall 
Street. They don't want peace 
with the I’,S.S R.; their objective 
is world domination by the Uni­ 
ted States, which they aie con­ 
vinced they can accomplish by 
destroying the Soviet Union . . .” 
Harry Truman has been called 
many names, but tool of Wall 
Street certainly does 
not 
fit. 
Here is an irrational hut passion­ 
ate anger that breeds such think­ 
ing and such language and one 
would imagine that it would he 
self . defeating. 
Nevertheless, 
many trained minds have follow­ 
ed Foster's leadership and have 
risked their honor, their careers, 
and in a ffw instances, their 
lives, for the cause of which he 
has long been 
the 
American 
representative. They could not 
have believed what he wrote, but 
they accept the disciplines which 
his party 
imposed. Such 
men 
have taken the Fifth Amendment 
like parrots by order of the party 
which Foster heads.

You'll find “ A Sudden Spring" 
worth your while for several rea­ 
sons.

It is 
well directed in most of its scenes, 
although at other times the actors 
seem to be rooted 
to a mental 
chalk m ark on the floor.
